FHA Directive Makes 10% 
*’ayment Mandatory on 
Title 1 Loans 


Federal Housing Commissioner 
Franklin D. Richards late in July 
announced further credit restric- 
tions under FHA insured loan pro- 
grams. This action is in accord- 
ance with the President's policy 
set forth in a letter to Raymond M. 
Foley, Administrator of HHFA, 
requesting the use of further credit 
controls to conserve building mate- 
rials which may be needed for Na- 
tional Defense and to curb inflation.

LASTING BILLBOARD 
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HHFA Will Make Studies 
To Aid Contractors 


\t least two of seven housing re- 
search projects now underway by the 
Housing and Home Finance Agency 
should be of special interest to roofers 
and siding contractors, One will con- 
cern the designs of roofs for snow load 
in various sections of the country; the 
other will study the serviceability of 
flashing materials in dwelling construc- 
tion 

The projects are being conducted by 
the Standards bureau of the U. S$ 
Weather Bureau, in conjunction with 
the University of Toledo. 

The Weather Bureau will investi- 
gate actual snow depths and weights 
on roofs at various localities in the 
United States. There is a tremendous 
variation on design requirements in 
roofs on account of snow. For example, 
Buffalo, N. Y. requires roofs with suf 
ficient strength to bear 30 pounds of 
snow per square foot, while Syracuse 
requires 40 pounds, and Albany 50 
pounds.

Home Improvement

Home improvement programs can be 
broken down into three stages.

Moisture from below the slab can be 
prevented by attention to three factors: 
(1) good drainage is a primary require- 
ment; (2) a minimum of four inches of 
coarse gravel or crushed stone fill 
should be spread over the entire area 
where the floor is to be laid; (3) a 
vapor or moisture barrier must be pro- 
vided to prevent passage of vapor or 
moisture into the floor slab.
